Pollution of waters and city 
beaches by garbage can be overcome • 
in a much more definite way than 
that already proposed. Alderman 
Walter Luney stated yesterday. 

The suggestion made by the health 
committee of the City Council that 
clause be put Into the garbage 
disposal contract, making the tow¬ 
ing firm responsible for any return 
of garbage would not meet the 
situation, in Alderman Luney’s 
opinion. 

It would be impossible to identify 
whose garbage had floated back to 
these shores under the present sys¬ 
tem proposed. As an alternative, he 
Is reviving the question of a garbage 
crusher. 

During the past few weeks more 
information has been gathered on, 
this subject and some testa are to 
be carried out during the next few j 
weeks. 

CRUSHER SYSTEM 
Under the crusher system, all | 
garbage would be pulverized by a 
combination crushing and tearing 
system. Not only would tin cans and 
bottles be crushed, but vegetation 
would be torn to shreds.

& then lose its buoyant quality 
and sink. In the event that some

In the science of geriatrics most study has been 
given to the hereditary aspect of longevity. Dr. 
A. O. Bdl. some yean ago. showed there la a 
definite association between the duration of life 
In the parents and the children, and that the 
younger the parents are at the time of marriage 
the greater the expectation of old age for their 
children. Moreover, children Bom during the 
first ten years of marriage live longer than those 
born later. Professor Raymond Pearl, a leading 
authority of the statistical aspects of biology, says 
that "If the ages at death of the six Immediate 
ancestors of an Individual be added together and 
the average calculated, then this factor (called 
Tlal, or total immediate ancestral longevity! Is as 
definite a biological attribute as regards heredity , 
as other Inherited- ch a r a ct e r isti c s such as height.'

ALBERTA'S FINANCES 


Alberta, In Its efforts to progress by the process 
of spending public funds, has about exhausted 
all sources of taxation to which It Is legally en¬ 
titled. It has even Imposed a land tax In munic¬ 
ipalities, a tax hitherto regarded as the preroga- 
The stand, at the Naval Conference, of Great u ve of those municipalities and the principal 
Britain and the United States against Japan's source of their revenue.

after a succession of spendthrift governments. 
It Is casting about for ways and means to restore 
Its financial position, and, after that Is done. If 
It Is possible, the experiment of handing oqt 
largesse hi the way of Social Credit will be es¬ 
sayed. Alberta has been living on credit, and It 
expects to extend the process 
Alberta’s floating Indebtedness Is now *150.- 
000.000. It wants a "perpetual security for about 
half this amount and the Issue of serial bonds 
for the remainder, with full sinking fund pro¬ 
vision, the Interest rate suggested being 2 75 per 
cent. Moreover, .a guarantee would be given of 
(he segregation of the Federal subsidy of *1,770,- 
000 per annum lor payment of service charges. 
These are the proposals now being laid before 
security houses. The revision of the provincial 
debt Is suggested, not demanded. There is this 
to be said about Alberta that It Is not attempting 
to dictate to its creditors. That Province si 
little or no hope of raising extra moneys through 
taxation. It has to secure many millions more 
from the Federal Government In order to be able 
to carry on at all. 

The suggestion that there should be a Federal 
Loan Board to deal with all provincial financing 
of the future has every evidence of sanity where 
the finances of Alberta are concerned, and, In¬ 
deed, respecting the finances of all the Western 
Provinces. The time has arrived when they 
should be saved from extravagances to which 
they are so prone. All four Western Provinces 
have- mortgaged thetr future up to the hilt. 


armamentg U no better than an attempt to post¬ 
pone the Inevitable. Japan wants such parity In 
principle; she has no present desire, or the 
financial ability, to raise her naval strength to 
that of «ither>f}reet Britain or the United Btates. 
The dispatches refer to the Japanese contention 
as a demand. The word Is probably erroneously 
usedt for the Japanese spokesmen are merely 
reiterating what Is their country's policy. In other 
words, the determination to be the arbiter of the 
measure of national security that she Intends 
to enjoy, 

- -Japan Is the premier, naval and military-power 
' tn ■ Asia,'a Continent that contains about half the 
world's population. She lx the dominant naval 
power In the Pacific Ocean. Her responsibilities 
are Increasing with her tutelage over Manchukuo 
and her determination to insure herself against 
Chinees opposition to her alms. The course she 
Is pursuing may be regarded with scepticism by 
other Powers, but It'la a course from which she 
will not be deterred, and attempts to prevent her 
fulfilling what she believes Is her destiny can 
only arouse 111 feelings. In the present Instance 
refusal of the Japanese claim for naval parity 
may well wreck the Naval Conference, and the 
point should be remembered that In conjunction 
with her claim she Is advancing proposals which 
would have a definite bearing on relative reduc¬ 
tions In naval armaments among all the Powers. 
It cannot be said, therefore, that Japan Is in any 
sense opposed to a measure of disarmament. 

Each succeeding naval disarmament conference 
seems to be convened under the shadow of fear, 
o> national trepidation Instanced by the delegates 
of each country as to what other nations will do. 
The spirit of co-operative faith and trust seems 
lacking. That Is the reason Japan's claim to 
parity Is opposed. It Is the reason, as well, or one 
of the reasons apart from that of national pres¬ 
tige, why Japan does not want to be considered 
an Inferior partner In the comity of nations. It 
may be argued, unless there are relative naval 
o military strengths accorded to the different 
Powers, In line with their commitments and the 
needs of their defence, that International confer¬ 
ences would prove futile. That Is possibly the 
case, but the estimate of such commitments and 
whs* are'the needs of defence must ultimately 
be a matter for the Individual nation concerned 
Great Britain has discovered that the ratios 
assigned to her under the Washington and Lon¬ 
don Naval Treaties leave her Empire inadequately 
protected. These treaties then have not proved 
satisfactory, and Japan Is one of the complain¬ 
ants. It !■ obvious from the course she Is pursuing 
that In future she Intends to do what Is necessary 
to her own salvation and policies. Measured In 
terms of future happenings it Is a waste of time 
discussing attempts to restrict Japan In a naval 
sense to a position of Inferiority in relation to 
any other Power. The Inevitable might as well 
be accepted now, as the sooner It Is the sooner 
the outlook will be clarified.

The Weather 


Increasing knowledge, and perhaps as well In¬ 
creasing sanitation, Is prolonging human life. 1 
Dr. WUliam Marias Mallsoff, In an address at 
Turgers University, expressed the beUef that the 
life span can continue to be lengthened through 
the achievements of science. It Is true, according j 
to statistics, that there has been an Increase In 
the average length of human life during the last 
forty years, a fact which Is largely attributed to' 
an Improvement tn social conditions, and the 
latest methods ol fighting disease, especially epi¬ 
demics. One estimate Is that a person now born 
may well expect to live to the age of fifty-eight, 
whereas one born in 1*86 could only have ex¬ 
pected forty-three years of life. 

There Is one aspect of the problem of extending 
life to which the medical profeasion does not 
seem to have given sufficient consideration. It 
has few II any specialists In old age. On the other 
hand. Paediatrics, the care of theThlld IB health 
and disease, Is a flourishing science. Oerlatrtcs. 
the care ot the elderly. Is a science very much 
neglected, and there Is a good deal ol Ignorance 
about the physiology and chemistry of old age. 
It Is true that there Is study affecting the changes 
In tissues due to degenerative processes, and this 
has been especially directed to the disease of 
cancer, but Its application to the art of enjoying 
old age Is being neglected. 

Last year In England and Wales there were 
103,300 people aged *3 years and over; 290.400 of 
80; 458,700 of 75; *38.300 of 70, and 1.388.800 of 85 
years of age. From these figures It would seem. If 
It Is true that the average duration ot life has 
been Increased by about fifteen years, that the 
three score and ten of the Psalmist are a reason¬ 
able expectation. Now more than ever before 
length of days Is a subject amenable to scientific 
analysis. It Is now evident that the environmen¬ 
tal factors, or acquired modes of living, have only 
a subsidiary part In promoting longevity. Some¬ 
times what are regarded as the most perfect 
a vironmenu prove moat detrimental to old age 
being reached. In this connection a questionnaire 
some time ago ot 1MN octogenarians In Japan 
as to the secrets of thetr old age resulted In It 
beiffg shown that the majority of them come from 
the middle classes, the poorer classes ranking 
second and the upper classes third. Prom this 
questionnaire It appears that the eldest person tn 
s fqmlly hss the best chance of s long life; that 
matrled people live longer than unmarried, and 
that * n average constitution as regards height 
and weight has the best chance for longevity. 
Thd Jepaneee octogenarians mostly claimed they 
went to bed early and rose late, they led a quiet

In keeping with .the decision 
reached after the opening session 
Monday, the plenary session was 
held in private and only a summary 
of the proceedings made officially 
available to the pram.

future policy. 

While it was impossible at the 
present stage for any government to 
make final commitments with re- 
to action recommended in the 
reports, the representa¬ 
tives of the Dominion and Provin¬ 
cial Governments had been pro¬ 
foundly Impressed by the need for 
quick decisions as to unem p loyme n t * 
relief costs, Mr. King said. 

MUNICIPAL RELIEF 

Representations made by provin 
clal delegatee, the Prime Minister 
emphasising and establishing 
the overwhelming burden of relief 
upon the municipalities, had made 
it clear that some readjustment was 
necessary to llglften the pressure 
upon the municipalities.

Secretary Mor¬ 
gen t ha u ascribed the pulling out of 
Treasury support for the metal tn 
London to a decision to buy in other 
foreign markets instead of confining 
orders exclusively to the British 
metropolis. 

In some qu.-vters the thought was 
advanced that the Treasury may 
have been influenced m- its boring 
programme by the efforts of China 
to abandon the silver standard and 
tie up Its currency with sterling. It 
was also suggested that Washington 
might be negotiating with the Chi¬ 
le Lake substantial amounts of 
silver at lower prices than have been 
quoted in London.
